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AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY: Precipitation and warming temperatures were observed across Montana during the past week,
according to the Mountain Regional Field Office of the National Agricultural Statistics Service, USDA. Topsoil moisture conditions for
the state were 92 percent adequate to surplus, compared to 89 percent in the previous week and 87 the previous year. Subsoil moisture
conditions were rated 82 percent adequate to surplus which aligns with the previous year. A reporter in Lake County stated seeding has
continued to run late this season due to continued precipitation. Barley planted progress was at 84 percent complete by week’s end,
slightly behind last year at 88 percent. Barley emerged was estimated at 52 percent, aligning with the previous year. Durum wheat
planted was reported at 73 percent complete, which is behind both last year at 84 percent and the 5-year average of 89 percent. Planting
of pulse crops continued to progress with 83 percent of the lentil crop planted, falling slightly behind last year’s progress at 89 percent.
Cattle receiving supplemental feed was reported as 22 percent this week, compared to 11 percent in the same week last year. A reporter
in Roosevelt County noted the wet weather and warm temperatures have increased the grass growth and crop emergence. Winter wheat
conditions were rated as 74 percent good to excellent compared to 68 percent this time last year.
